WARD BOUNDARIES. 


The FIRST WARD shall comprise that portion of the city embraced within 
a line commencing at a point at the eastern end of the bridge, connecting the 
Island of R. I. with Coasters’ Harbor Island; thence running through the centre 
of the highway leading from said bridge to Third street; thence southerly 
through the centre of Third street to and through the centre of a highway run- 
ning easterly and crossing the tracks of the Old Colony Railroad, and thence 
along Farewell street, otherwise called “ Long Lane," to a point which shall be 
a continuation of a straight line running easterly through the centre of Rutgers 
street ; thence through the centre of Rutgers street, Halsey street, Gibbs street, 
Tilley avenue, Gould street, Warner street, Callender avenue, W. Broadway or 
Tanner street, Marlborough street, Thames street, and Bridge street, continu- 
ously to Harbor line; provided, however, that said line on Bridge street shall run 
southerly from the centre of Bridge street and around the No, 2 Engine House 


- to said centre of Bridge street, во as to include said engine house in the Firs 


Ward. ; 


The SECOND WARD shall comprise that portion of the city embraced by 
aud within a line commencing at a point in the intersection of the centre lines of 
West Broadway and Callender avenue ; thence through the centre of West Broad- 
way, Oak street, Broadway, Mann av., Кау street, Ayrault street, Francis street, 
Rhode Island avenue and Champlin street, continuously ; thence in a straight 
line in a continuation of the centre line of Champlin st. to and across Easton’s Pond 
to Middletown boundary line ; thence following the Middletown boundary line 
northwesterly to Coddington Cove ; thence along the shore to the line of the 
First Ward; thence along the line of the First Ward to the point of beginning at 
the intersection of the centre lines of West Broadway and Callender avenue. 


The THIRD WARD shall comprise that portion of the city, bounded north- 
erly on the First and Second Wards, and southerly on a line commencing at the 
centre of North Commercial wharf, at the harbor, and running thence in an east- 
erly direction through the centre of said wharf, and the centres of Prospect Hill 
‘street, Bellevue avenue, Beach street, Buena Vista street, continuously; thence 
‘in a straight line in continuation of the centre line of Buena Vista street, to and 
across Easton's Pond to the Middletown boundary line. 

The FOURTH WARD shall comprise all that portion of the city, bounded 
mortherly on said Third Ward, and southerly, easterly and westerly by a line 
commencing at the centre of Spring wharf, at the harbor, and running easterly 
along the centre of said wharf; thence through the centres of Pope street, 
Anthony street, Bowery street and Bellevue avenue to Bailey’s beach. 


The FIFTH WARD shall comprise all the remainder ef tlie southern portion 
of the city lying south and west of the Fourth Ward aforesaid.

From this list, the location of any number on a street, or the location of any 
public building, can be easily ascertained; as, for instance, wishing to know at 
what part of Broadway No, 220 is located, you look at Broadway, upon page 23, 


and find that Gould Street runs from 202, and Park Street from 226, 5 


owing that 


220 would come on the left, between Gould and Park Streets. 

When a street crosses another, numbers (or ciphers) are given on both sides ; 
but when it begins or ends at that street, the number is given only on the side a 
which it intersects, Ciphers are used where no numbers exist.
